5179 - R . & A .-- Iu exercise of the power conferred by section 155 ( 1) (d ) of the 
l unjab Land Rovenue Act, 1887 , XVII of 1887 , the Chief Commissioner is pleased 
to make the following rules , in supersession of the rules contained in Notification 
No. 738 - R . & A ., dated 3rd February 1915 , as subsequently amended . The revised 
rules will come into force from 1st October 1922 . 

RULES FOR THE COPYING AGENCY AT DELIII. 
Persons entitled to , or permitted to , obtain copies of records and 

records of which copies may be given . 
1. In these rulos " Record ” includes any portion of the record and any document , 
pup, plan or other paper attached to , or forming part of the record of any suit or 
uppeal, enquiry or trial, or other proceedings in any civil, « criminal or revenuo uourt , 
or office . 

2 . (i) A copy of a record shall be granted in the manner prescribed by these rules 
to any person , who , under the law for the time being in force, or under these rules , 
is entitled to receive it , and a copy may be so granted to any person permitted by these 
rules or otherwise to obtain one . 

( ii ) A plaintiff or a defendant who has appeared to tho suit and a party to a 
criminal complaint shall ut any stage of tho nuit or complaint obtain copiey of the 
rocords of the suit including exhibits which have been put in and finally accepted by 
the court as evidence . . 

V . B . - A purty, who has been ordered to file a writton statement, shall not obtain a copy of a 
wiitton statement tiled by 410ther party until he has first filed his own. 

( iii ) A stranger to u suit, on upplication , shall be granted , after decree, copies of 
the plaint, written statements , affidavits and petitions filed in thọ puit , but shall not 
be granted copies of any such documents before decree without the previous sanction of 
the court concerned . He shull also obtuin copies of judgments , decrees or orders at 
any time after they have been passed or made, but he shall not obtain copies of exhibity , 
put in as evidence , without the consent of the person by whom they were produced . 

( iv ) Any person may , ou application , obtain a copy of a record of right, annual 
l ecord , khasra - girdawari, or of the record of distribution of an assessment over the 
holdings of an estate , or of an entry in a register of mutations, 

(v ) Copies of the orders passed by competent authority ou proceedings under the 
Land Revenue and Tenancy Acts shall be granted to applicants . " But copies of reports 
and recommendations made by Rovenue Officers to their superior officers , in connection 
with such proceedings, shall not be granted unless in the opinion of the officer by whom 
the order was passed they are necessary for the understanding of his order. " 

(vi) Copies of the final order passed on muafis sanctioned by competent authority 
may be granted by the Deputy Commissioner. But copies of recommendations sub 
initted for sanction shall not be grunted unless thoy have been approved and are 
necessary for the understanding of the sanction , 

( vii) In cases regarding the reduction of lambardars a copy of the Chief Com . 
missioner s order may be given by the Deputy Commissioner . 

( viii ) Except with the previous sanction of the Chiof Coumissioner , copies of 
documents shall not be granted to any person not otherwise entitled to them , with 
whom there is any likelihood of any suit arising , 

(10) Official lotters are privileged documents , to copies of which no person has any 
claim whatever . Should it be desirable to grunt a copy of a lotter or of an extract of 
a letter received by a subordinate from a superior officer, reference should in every 
case be made to the superior officer for perinişsion , 

(c ) Subject to the abovo limitations, every person shall be entitled to a copy of a 
publio document as defined in soction 70 of the Evidence Act. In case of doubt the 
head of the office shall decide what are public documents, and what are not , on the 
question being reforred to him . Copies of private documents on records and files of 
Government and public offices shall not be granted without the previous sanction of 
the head of the office . 

11. - ArrLICATION FOR COPIES OF RECORD) . 
3 . An application for a copy of a record may be made in person or by post and may 
be made by any person authorised by another to act in his behalf. The full name, 
parentage and address of the applicant shall be given in the application . 

Note -- The authority need not necossarily consist of a formal power of attorney, but the officer 
nuthoriyod to rectlye nnd deal with applications for copies must satisfy himself, in such manner as ho 
Cornidera sufficiont, that the porson applying is oither himself entitled to the copy applied for or has in 
fact bcon authorised to uct for a person who is so entitled .
